LONDON, Jan. 22.—A shrill 
fanfare of trumpets, climaxing a 
colerful age-old pageant with 
modern touches, formally pro- 


* claimed Great Britain's new fly- 


ing monarch todsy as King Ed- 
ward Vill. 

Before a great crowd outside his- 
toric St. James’ Palace, the king of 
arms, Sir Gerald.

PROCLAIMED KING 

In a firm voice he _ proclaimed 
the 41-year-old Edward, King, Em- 
peror and Defender of the Faith. 

Blasts from silver trumpets rang 
out as Sir Gerald, a member of the 
Herald's College, pronounced the 
resounding words, 

“God Save the King!” 

The throng stood silent, the bat- 
tery of St. James’ Park crashed out 
with the first of its salute of 41 
guns—one for each year of King 
Edward's life.

SIGNALIZE KING 


From Grounds of Gov- 
ernment Building 


Guns boomed across Canada to- 
day as the nation saluted Edward 


VIII, proclaimed “by the Grace of 


God King of Great Britain, Ireland 
and the British Dominions beyond 
the Seas, Defender of the Faith, 
Emperor of India,” in succession to 
his dead father, George V. 

In Edmonton the salute was fired 
from the grounds of the govern- 
ment buildings, two guns from the 
92nd Battery, R. C. A., firing at 
20 second intervals, their muzzles 
pointing out across the Saskatche- 
wan river. 

Flags flown at half mast since 
the death of King George waved 
from mastheads across the country 
as mourning for the dead monarch 
gave place for a day to greetings 
for his successor, the young Alberta 
rancher whom Canadians regard as 
one of themselves. 

The salute of 21 guns thundered 
first from ancient Citadel Hill at 
Halifax, fired from the cannon of 
the historic fortress by a battery 
whose officers wore black mourn- 
ing bands on their left sleeves. 


AS SUN CREEPS 

One hour later, as the sun crept 
from the Atlantic time zone to the 
eastern zone, guns crashed in 
salute at Fredericton, Charlotte- 
town, Saint John, Quebec, Mon- 
treal, Ottawa, Kingston, Toronto, 
London, Ont., and flags were rais- 
ed to flutter at mastheads till sun- 
down 

In the nation’s capital four guns 
boomed atop Parliament” Hill, just 
east of the spot where King Ed- 
ward in 1919 as Prince of Wales 
laid the cornerstone of the new 
parliament buildings, rising on the 
site of the old centre block burned 
three years before. It was the same 
stone his grandfather, Edward VII, 
laid for the original buildings in 
1859 when he was Prince of Wales. 

Westward an hour later, Winni- 
peg’s garrison, saluting post in the 
central time zone, fired its 21 guns 
near the site of old Fort Garry, 
landmark in the western march of 
Empire across Canada. 

Guns barked an hour afterwards 
at Regina, Calgary and Edmonton 
in the mountain time zone, and the 
salute at last roared seaward from 
Victoria, its western outpost, four 
hours after it started at Halifax.

GENEVA, Jan. 22. — The 
League of Nations’ sanctions 
committee of 18 decided to- 
day to appoint a special com- 
mittee of governmental ex- 
perts to examine from a tech- 
nical standpoint the effective- 
ness of applying an oil em- 
bargo against Italy. 

Immediately after this action, 
an Italian spokesman said Italy 
plans to send a protest to the 
league against the Mediterranean 
mutual assistance scheme, formed 
upon the initiative of Great Bri- 
tain. 

He said the protest probably 
would criticize the arrangement as 
contrary to league principles. 

The mutual assistance pact was 
negotiated by Great Britain under 
Article XVI of the covenant, avow- 
edly with the object of bringing 
France, Turkey, Greece and Yugo- 
slavia to her aid in case the British 
fleet was attacked by Italy. 

The new committee will meet 
next week to discuss oil sanctions 
both from a standpoint of supply 
and transportation. 


League officials remarked that 
the transport question was vital, 
pointing out most oil tankers are 
controlled by Great Britain and 


Scandinavian countries. 

The Council of the League en- 
countered a_ sensational 
when Baron Pompeo Aloisi of Italy 
protested against payment of 75,000 
Swiss francs to the sanctions com- 
mittee to meet expenses.

FEDERAL ONUS 
BOARD STATES 


Premier Releases Report of 
Provincial Tax Inquiry 
Body 


Assumption by the Dominion 
government of the entire cost of 
unemployment relief, old age pen- 
sions and other matters that in 
principle are national obligations, 
is a recommendation of the prov- 
incial Tax Inquiry Board in its 
report filed with the government 
and released on Wednesday by 
Premier William Aberhart. 


The board is under the chairmane 
| ship of J. F. Percival, deputy prove 
incial treasurer and included as 
|members, James C. Thompson, 
| provincial auditor, and the three 
| members of the now disbanded Al- 
| berta Assessment Commission. W. 
D. Spence, then chairman; J. J. Dug- 
} gan of this city and John Gair of 
Killam. 

Many other recommendations are 
| contained in the report. 
The board commenced its probe 
|of the provincial tax situation in 
‘the autumn of 1934 and many sit- 
tings were held. A preliminary re- 
| port was tabled in the legislature 
during the 1935 session. 
VOLUMINOUS REPORT 

The report, a voluminous affair, 
| deals at length with the represent- 
| ations made to the board and gives 
a summary of them as well as a 
comprehensive survey of the whole, 

Mr. Percival writes that “the is- 
sues raised in connection with taxe 
ation are varied and complex and 
the remedies suggested for the cor- 
rection of existing defects in the 
provincial and municipal tax struc- 
ture are numerous.”

Bulletin Columnist Guest 
Speaker at Cosmopolitan 
Club 


J. S$. Cowper, newspaper column- 


ist and writer of the “Passing 
Show” in the Bulletin, was the 
quest speaker at the Edmonton 


Cosmopolitan club which met in 


the Corona hotel Tuesday noon. 


Mr. Cowper in his opening re- 
marks paid tribute to the late King 
George V and to the reigning sov- 
ereign King Edward ut He 
spoke of one or two instances, of 
the many which have occurred, 
that have endeared the new mon- 
arch to the people of his empire 
It is for this reason that we say 
With mixed feelings: “The King is 
dead. Long live the King,” said Mr 
Cowper. 


TELLS OF EXPERIENCES 
Turning to the subject of his 
address, “The Newspapers,” Mr 


Cowper outlined the problems and 
the work of the newspapers and 
told many interesting stories of 
experiences as a journalist over a 
period of 30 years. 

“The newspaper business, like 
other businesses, but to an even 
greater degree, depends on service. 
It must aim to speak the mind and 
look after the interests of that large 
section of the people it has proposed 
to serve. The newspapers have al- 
ways tried to serve the public and 
to champion the cause of the pub- 
lic. Less than 100 years ago the 
speeches of parliament were forbid- 
den by law to be published. The 
newspapers after a long fight have 
been able to remove these restric- 
tions. In doing so they have per- 
formed a great public service, 

“In my 30 years of experience in 


never heard of any newspaper 
which has allowed a ‘sell out’ of its | 
editorial policy in order to satisfy 
an advertiser. The newspapers in 
Canada have a code of ethics which 
they have maintained even when it 
was difficult to do so, It is impos-| 
sible to try and please everyone. 
Newspapers try to please the larg- 
est number of their readers without 


THREE DIVISIONS 


“In the newspaper business, there 
are three divisions. There is the 
advertising, the editorial offices, 
and the circulation end. The edi- 
torial end effects circulation, and 
that in turn affects advertising. The 
three parts are like legs of a three- 
legged stool, each is as important 
as the rest,” said Mr. Cowper. 

Referring to some of his personal 
experiences, Mr. Cowper recalled 
how he was assigned to help the 
Toronto police department investi- | 
gate a Spiritualist racket in that | 
city which led to the arrest of those 
implicated. 

In British Columbia Mr. Cowper 
investigated the invasion of the Asi- 
atics into that province and re- 
vealed that 90 per cent of the Pa- 
cific fishing licenses were in the 
hands of orientals. Since that time 
as a result of the publicity given 


to hold only 40 per cent of the li- 
censes.

ABERHART OVER 
RELIEF SCHEME 


Conference between Premier Wm. 
Aberhart and Mayor Jos. A. Clarke, 
K.C., on the province's plan to pay 
70 per cent of Edmonton's relief 
costs will be held Saturday when 
Mayor A. Davison, of Calgary, 
arrives in the city to interview the 
government on the same question, 
Mayor Clarke said Tuesday. 

City relief officials explain that 
Calgary is receiving more relief 
help than Edmonton from the prov- 
ince.

Those words kept recurring to 
me in the watches of last night, for 
if there was one thing that our 
King had done, it was to serve his 
own generation by the will of God 
and because of that the news of the 
death of His Majesty, when it came, 
has been heard everywhere with 
personal grief—not only in this 
country, but through the vast Em- 
pire over which he ruled, and I 
believe far beyond its borders. To 
famous men, all the earth is a sep- 
ulchre. 

It ts less than a month ago that 
the voice now silent was heard 
around the world. The King ad- 
dressing his subjects, a father 
seated with his family, speaking 
to his people and members of his 
wider family, words of wisdom, 
courage and deep human sym- 
pathy. 

As members of the family; we are 
mourning him today. There must 
be millions who feel as I do that 
a wise and loving friend and coun- 
sellor has been taken from us; and 
for long the world will seem a 
poorer and a colder place without 
him. The tones of that well-known 
voice are echoing in our ears today 
as our thoughts turn to the wid- 
owed Queen and to the bereaved 
family

I do want to say a word to you 
about Queen Mary for I know that 
every heart in the empire is sore 
for her this night. It often seemed 
to me that in a married life so 
perfect, so happy, as theirs was,

I cannot help feeling that 
with the King knowing how lonely

We are thankful indeed to feel

brought home to him that all that 
he had done had sunk deep into 
their hearts and the occasion of that 
Jubilee was the occasion they all 
embraced to throw off that shy- 
ness so characteristic of us, and to 
show him openly and without 
shame that they were proud of him 
as their King, that they loved him 
as a man. 

The effect on him, 1 think, was 
great. He never referred to it 
without emotion. He was touched 
par ap He accepted that tri- 

with a thankfal humility. I 
am indeed thankful that he lived 
te see it and that during these 
last months he knew what he 
meant to his people. But we knew 
that there was no strength to 
spere. To come through that last 
ilinese had taken from him every 
reserve of strength that he had. 
We knew that it must go hard 
with him if any iliness should at- 
tack him, even if it were a slight 
one. 


I myself noticed in the

Of many 
who are listening to me tonight, 
they may be elderly brothers and 
sisters, perhaps between 60 and 70 
years of age. You know what a 
link that is—the common memoriés 
of childhood. And there are new 
losses—as men and women get 
older—few losses that strike so 
deep as those of contemporary re- 
lations with their share of common 
memories. 

And it was no ordinary bond, no 
formal bond, that unlted the King 
and his sister. They were devoted 
to each other and His Majesty, if 
he had not seen her, would talk to 
her on the telephone every night 
and tell her what he had been do- 
ing, to cheer her and make her life 
less lonely.

shown. 


HOW 18 THE EMPIRE? 


But he did say to his secretary, 
when he sent for him, “How is the 
Empire?” 

An unusual phrase in that form, 
and the seqretary said, “All is weil, 
Sir, with the Empire.” 

And the King gave him a smile 
and relapsed once more into uncone 
sciousness. 


LOVE FOR HIS PEOPLE 

And it was simply this—that dure 
ing all that time, subconsciously and 
just coming to the surface, was that 
same love for his people, care for 
their well-being here and through- 
out the world, for that family to 
whom he spoke last Christmas, and 
the thought of them was with him 
to the end, 

King George, it is true, inherited 
his position on the throne but he 
won his “own way to the hearts of 
his people. Behind the pomp and 
the pageantry incidental to his 
great position, he labored night and 
day in that high station to which 
God had called him. The doing of 
his duty to the utmost of his ability 
was the guiding principle of his 
life.

LONDON, Jan. 22.—King Ed- 
ward VIII's first proclamation 


was issued Tuesday to Britain's 
armed forces. The proclamation, 
addres:ed to the secretary for 
war, Lord Halifax, for an imme- 


diate broadcast to the armed | 


forces throughout the Empire, 
said: 


“I desire on my accession to the 
throne to express my thanks to the 
army for its devoted services to my 
beloved father. I recall with grati- 
tude the noble response which the 
army made during the Great War 
to his proud confidence in its loy- 
alty, valor and steadfastness. Its 
welfare was ever in his thoughts. 

“My own acsociation with the 
army is now of long standing. I 
look back to my service as a young 
officer in the Great War as one of 
the most valuable experiences in 
my life. It gave me the opportun- 
ity and the privilege of comrade- 
ships with soldiers drawn from the 
United Kingdom, from the domin- 
ions, India and the colonies. 

“I learned to understand and ap- 


preciate those esesntial character- | 


istics which united them in the 
sternest crisis of our history: the 
same fervent attachment to the 
Crown, the same good humor and 
endurance in adversity and the 
same determniation to uphold the 
tradition of chivalry ‘and courage

“In. the happier days of peace I 
have been able to see by personal 
visits the military forces of the 
Crown both at home and abroad, 
and everywhere I noted with pride 
the same gallant bearing which dis- 
tinguished those forces in the field.

OTTAWA, Jan. 22.—The Gov- 

ernor-General, the Prime Minis- 
ter, the Chief Justice and the 
Cabinet of Canada Tuesday 
afternoon took oath and swore 
allegiance to His Majesty King 
Edward VIIl. Wednesday 
throughout Canada new oaths of 
office will be administered to all 
in the public service, statesmen, 
judges, legislators, civil servants 
and others. The Prime Minister 
announced after the cabinet meet- 
ing late Tuesday afternoon, that 
Wednesday the three essential 
Proclamations will be made. 


The first will be the acceptance 
by the Governor-General and the 
cabinet of Canada acknowledging 
King Edward VIII as the rightful 
Liege Lord of the people of Can- 
ada. It is similar to the accession 
council's proclamation in England, 
save that instead of the Lords 
spiritual and temporal, the Privy 
Council, the gentlemen of quality, 
the mayor and aldermen of London, 
the Governor-General and Privy 
Council of Canada make the pro- 
clamation,

They will hope he may 
long continue to enjoy health, well-earned rest, 
and residence in a city in whose building and 
expansion he has played a distinguished part.

A REPRIEVE 

Publishers of Alberta weekly newspavers, 
gathered in Edmonton last week, accomplished 
one thing of definite and first rate importance 
to themselves and their readers. 

They persuaded the Provincial Government 
to hoist the ban on liquor advertising for three 
months; thereby kverting an immediate slump 
in revenue which would have meant for many 
of them the difference between breaking even 
and losing money, for some perhaps the diffcr- 
ence between staying in business and being 
driven out of it. 

Newspapers are sold at less than the cnst 
of producing them. That is only possible if they 
can rent enough advertising space to make up 
the difference between what it costs to deliver 
the printed paper to the subscriber and what 
he pays for it; plus a living margin for the 
owner 

If the advertising patronage of newspapers 
is to be restricted by prohibitions and “codes,” 
one of two things must happen. The subseriber 
will have to pay more for his paper. Or the 
papers will pass out of existence 

Whatever interferes with the freedom of the 
publisher to rent advertising space to any legiti- 


mate business strikes siraight at the pocket of | 


the subscriber, as well as at the investment and 
the living of the publisher

Before they were 
half way through their task the manager hustled 
them away behind a door in some oak panelling. 
Word had come that the Prince was about to 
leave. He was not too pained by the sight of 
the four wizened women with their buckets and 
mops. I persuaded my friends to walk across 
the rotunda to the. ballroom exit to see the 
Prince leave 

The Prince had just finished a dance when 
an aide de camp stepped up to him and spoke 
quietly. The rotunda crowd lined up, antici- 
pating that it was a suggestion to leave. A 
minute later the Prince made his way toward 
the door. 

I wasn't looking at the charwomen—nor was 
anyone for that matter. Woman-like, anxious 
to see the Prince, they must have edged out 
through the doorway and lined themselves up 
against the panelling, for the Prince, shaking 
hands with the people down the line, and saying 
in his jerky way “Good-night! good-night!” 
suddenly pushed his way through the line and 
walked over to the four ancient dames. 

With a smile and a half-bow he held out his 
hand to each and said “Good-night! good- 
night!”

| The Passing Show | High Blood Pressure 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


By the blood pressure is meant the degree 
of tension maintained within the walls of the 
arteries. The patient is said to have high blood 
pressure or hypertension when the tension is 
raised above 140. I consider the blood pressure 
is within normal limits when it ranges between 
120 and 130 and a blood pres- 
sure above 140 must be con- 
sidered evidence of high 
blood pressure. By the sys- 
tolic pressure is meant the 
tension occurring during the 
beat of the heart, and the 
diastolic pressure refers to 
the pressure occurring in 
between the heart beats. 

High blood pressure is 
dangerous to health and for 
this reason, the large insur- 
ance companies reject the applicant whose 
pressure is abnormally high. As a general rule, 
high blood pressure comes with middle age and 
is one of the disorders of those past 40. In 
order to guard against a dangerously high blood 
pressure, it is a good plan for the middle aged 
patient to have the blood pressure tested every 
6 months or every year, as in this way the 
elevation of the pressure will be discovered 
before it has soared very high. 

It is well known that those living the 
civilized life of today are prone to high blood 
pressure. Hypertension is most likely to de- 
velop in those patients of a stocky build who 
appear to have a great deal of vitality and who 
often do not suspect that they are in danger 
of arterial disease. Inasmuch as these patients 
are frequently of the twpe successful in busi- 
ness, it has been thought that high blood 
pressure is a disease of the successful; how- 
ever, it has been my experience that instead of 
high blood pressure being caused by success, 
it is caused by over-eating of starch and sugar. 

Emotions of various types, whether excite- 
ment, fear, anxiety or worry, play a decided 
role in raising the blood pressure. At first, the 
change of blood pressure induced by a strong 
emotion is transitory, but if the emotion is 
continued, then the effect on the blood pressure 
is likely to be permanent. Many of these 
patients are chronic worriers and the tendency 
to worry indicates a lack of emotional stabil- 
ity which will, if unchecked, influence the 
blood pressure in a very marked degree. 

Although Bright's disease or Nephritis is 
commonly found in the patient with arterial 
hypertension, high blood pressure may exist 
independently and the kidneys be perfectly 
healthy. In studying the causes of high blood 
pressure, I believe that the most important 
single cause is diet. These patients are usually 
great starch eaters, As a general rule, they 
have been blessed with good digestions and 
can therefore handle a great deal of starch 
without any discomfort. This leads them to 
indulge their liking for starches without imme- 
diate results being observed, except perhaps a 
gain in weight. The overuse of seasonings and 
spices may also be considered contributing 
causes in high blood pressure. I have found 
that meat, contrary to the popular idea on the 
subject, is not harmful and it is my belief that 
meat has little or no effect in causing the blood 
pressure to remain too high. I therefore ex- 
plain to the patient that he can go on and 
enjoy meat with his meals and that this will not 
interfere with recovery. In fact, I consider 
that a reasonable amount of meat has a def- 
inite place in the diet of the patient with this 
disorder.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

ANSWER: Mrs. S. N. B. writes: “How many 
meals a day are best? One of my friends eats 
only two meals, skipping breakfast, while I 
myself seem to feel well only when I eat three 
per day. Another friend eats four small meals 
with benefit.” 

ANSWER: The number of meals which may 
be taken to advantage is an individual prob- 
lem. Those with good digestions often seem to 
thrive on two meals a day, providing these are 
correctly balanced to provide all of the sub- 
stances necessary to health. The average person 
appears to benefit through sticking to the three- 
meals-a-day schedule. On the average, the 
thin, nervous person will feel far better when 
eating three meals than when eating two. In 
spacing the meals, it is advisable to keep them 
between 4 and 6 hours apart, which will allow 
one to empty from the stomach before the next 
one is taken. In certain cases where the 
patient has stomach trouble, there may be an 
advantage in using four small meals per day 
as the frequent meals will prevent distress 
caused by hyper-acidity; however, as a general 
rule, the average person does not care to eat 
so often. The establishment of a regular meal 
time is probably one of the most striking re- 
sults of civilization and while it is convenient 
for the cook when we all eat at specified times, 
1 believe that many people eat when they are 
not truly hungry, taking the meal simply be- 
cause it is habitual with them to eat at that 
time. Primitive man probably ate when he got 
hungry or when he could find food, Many of 
those who are over-fed from eating too much 
would improve their appetites materially 
through skipping a few meals. If you find that 
you enjoy three meals a day and are really 
hungry for them, stick to your habitual 
schedule. 

QUESTION: Mrs. W. D. writes: “I would 
like to know if you consider the bean sprouts 
for sale in the vegetable market as good for 
food. I like them, but occasionally they produce 
flatulence. Would it be better to avoid them 
entirely?” 

ANSWER: Bean sprouts are a wholesome 
vegetable. If you find they cause flatulence, it 
is quite likely that you have been adding onions 
or garlic to them. As a general rule, bean 
sprouts do not have a tendency to cause gas to 
form, when not combined with a member of 
the onion family.

The offering is interpreted as an 
act of faith in the cause of Italy 
and in the certainity of victory in 
Africa, “Today is the fortieth day 
of the economic siege,” the news- 
papers announce. “No remorse, no 
‘sanctionist’ powers will ever ef- 
face their shame. Europe has dis+ 
honored herself in the eyes of civil- 
ization.” These are the Duce’s 
words, pronounced at the inaugura- 
tion of Pontina, the third little mo- 
del-city in the former Pontine mar- 
shes which the government of 
Mussolini is drying up. 

LIKE ANCIENT ROME 

That ceremony before the Altar 
of the Fatherland had I don't know 
what religious cachet. In watch- 


ing the spectacle against that back- 
ground of magnificent splendor, 
you might have thought yourself 
back in ancient Rome on a day 
when the priests of Jupiter inter- 
ceded with the immortal gods to 
avert some calamity. Spirals of 
white smoke issuing from immense 
beacons placed on marble pillars 
mounted to heaven like clouds of 
propitiatory incense. Hidden from 
view a military band played the 
“Marche Reale,” but without 
drums. The music was like that of 
a cathedral organ. Its volume filled 
the Piazza Venezia and drifted far 
up the Corso, Alone the pontifex 
maximus was missing to complete 
the classic scene, but he who is 
imperator as well as pontiff was 
very near nevertheless. The Fascist 
guards before the majestic portico 
of the palace nearby stood with 
bayonets fixed, sign that Mussolini 
was inside and probably watching 
the endless procession of gold- 
bearing women from one of those 
windows which have been design- 
ed by Michaelangelo, 


ITALY PERSECUTED 

These Italians have a daily bath 
in heroic formulas and ceremonies. 
Their patriotism is a sort of mys- 
ticism. The regime takes care that 
the people are in a constant state | 
of patriotic exaltation. Today the 
Italians are firmly convinced that 
a world is arrayed against them, 
that they are a persecuted nation | 
and that their Duce is an abysed 
genius. This leads them to scorn 
the world and to anger and bitter- 
ness. These sentiments are expresse 
ed, however, with a certain grand- | 
eur. Nothing is ever vulgarly done | 
in Italy. Even in their wrath, the 
Italians guard their aesthetic sense. 
The shop-smashing raids carried 
out against the premises of for- 
eigners when the league decided 
on sanctions were insignificant. 
They ceased immediately. 

The only childish feature of the 
present situation is the changing | 
of foreign street-names. The Liege- 
street has become the Street of 
Marshal de Bono. The Marne- 
Square has become the Square of 
the Italians who fought on the 
Marne, which makes it kind of 
hard on letter writers. Even so, we 
cannot cast stones perhaps.

Most of us neverestop to think 
how difficult meal planning woubd 
be without bread. Buttered toast for 
breakfast, cinnamon toast for tea, 
toast under a creamed dish for 
croutons, sippets and 
bread sticks for the soup and for 
garnishings, canapes made with 
toast, sandwiches plain or toasted— 
all from the same everyday loaf. 

Who would be satisfied with roast 
turkey or chicken without the stuf- 
fing? Scalloped dishes, meat loaves, 


croquettes, cutlets—all derive much 
of their personality from the bread 


crumbs used in or on them. 
I have worked out a recipe for 


ice-box bread or rolls. The dough 
can be stored in the refrigerator 
and made into bread or rolls as 


wanted, 


ICE-BOX BREAD 


Two yeast cakes, 1 cup riced po- 
tato, % cup water in which potatoes 
were cooked, 2 cups milk, % cup 
butter and lard mixed, % cup sugar, 
2 teaspoons salt, 742 cups flour. 

Scald milk, add shortening and 
stir until melted. Cool until luke- 
warm. Dissolve yeast cakes in po- 
tato water cooled until luke-warm. 
Mix with milk, sugar, salt and riced 
potatoes. Add ‘2 cup flour and beat 
well, Let stand 1 hour in a warm

FARMERS ASK 
CONTINUANCE 
-—OFDEBTLAWS 


Made to Seek Lessening 
Of Protection 


Strong fears that organized efforts 
might be made to bring pressure 
upon both the Alberta and Domin- 
ion governments to lessen protec- 
tion afforded agriculturists by debt 
adjustment legislation, expressed at 
the annual United Farmers’ of Al- 
berta convention on Tuesday, cre- 
ated a sensation among delegates 
and produced a lively, provocative 
discussion that came near fever- 
heat on occasions. 

The discussion, which was even- 
tually adjourned without decision, 
arose over a resolution advocating 
that the present debt adjustment 
legislation be continued to protect 
the urban and rural dwellers and 
that organized farmers be given 
representation on the debt adjust- 
ment board, 


VEILED THREATS 

It was charged by opponents of 
the resolution that it contained 
veiled threats against law and or- 
der and it was urged that force 
should not be used. 

On the othef hand, supporters of 
the resolution declared it called 
only for debtors organizing to ob- 
tain legal protection to maintain 
their rights. 

The ccnvention decided to peti- 
tion the Dominion government to 
continue the legislation now in 
force “to the end that all the bur- 
den of deflated values shall not be 
borne by agriculture.” 


FEARS EXPRESSED 

Fears were expressed that the 
farm people of Alberta would be 
faced with eviction and foreclosure 
from their homes if debt protection 
}is abandoned by senior govern- 
| ments. However the motion calling 
}upon farm people to organize to 
protect themselves against eviction, 
was tabled.

CAMPAIGN GOING ON 

Dealing with the move to get 
debt legislation removed, Henry 
Young, Millet, a U.F.A. director 
contended that “we know there is 
a campaign going on in the east to 
get this Jegislation removed. If this 
happens, what then? We would be 
left to our own resources. We 
should be ready to co-operate with 
others.” 


RESOLUTION DANGEROUS 

Rufus Cates, of Oyen, branded the 
resolution as dangerous and should 
not be passed. He contended that 
the U.F.A. executive was capable 
of dealing with any surrounding 
situation that arose. Another dele- 
gate declared it would be “crim- 
inal” jf passed. 

This was finally sent back for 
redrafting. 
COMPELLED TO SEEK AID 

It was pointed out that many | 
farmers throughout the province 
through no fault of their own, but| 
because of successive crop failures, 
have been compelled to seek relief 
in the form of seed grain and feed. 
These farmers, it was pointed out 
have been compelled to give security 
to get such relief and today are 
being harassed by accounts and 


notices requesting payment and 
notification that interest is now 
being added.

Lacking a better suit of your own 
to lead, naturally you will make a 
directed lead of your partner's suit, 
regardiess of the question of what 
honors you may hold therein.

This happens 
when your partner has made an open- 
ing bid of no trumps, that second 
hand has overcalled with a suit. Pre- 
sumably your partner has some honor 
strength in each of the plain suits 
(those not the trump). Your best 
chance to defeat the adverse call is 
to hammer declarer with the suit in 
which you and partner hold the most 
strength. 

Here is a case quite possibly dif- 
ferent from the above, not making 
it so certain that you should not mind 
opening away from your tenace suit.

Revision of the Alberta school 
curriculum, now under way and 
which may be implemented next 
autumn, is designed to give a 

modern 


thoroughly

clared G. Fred McNally, deputy 
minister of education, on Wed- 
nesday, in dincussing plans of the 
com: \ 

Three main objectives have been 
kept in view, he said. The course 
for the elementary school must be 
primarily adapted to the needs of 
the rural school. Emphasis through- 
out must be shifted from pupil 
listening to pupil participation. 


MUST BE FLEXIBLE 


In the later years the program 
must be flexible enough to meet 
equally well the needs of all the 
young people now thronging the 
secondary schools, the young man 
destined for life in the workshop, 
garage, grocery store or on the 
farm, as well as the one destined 
for the university and a learned 
profession. 


Here is how it is expected to! 


work out: 

The traditional 12-year school 
course has been reorganized into 
four divisions. 

Divisions one and two (grades 
I-VI _- constitute the elementary 
school. Then comes the interme- 
diate school of three years and a 
high school of three years. Grade 
lines will entirely disappear in the 
first division, be discerned some- 
what more clearly in division two, 
and shade off into a system of 


credits in the intermediate and 
high schools. In division one sub- 
jects such as reading, numbers, 


writing, spelling and drawing will 
be taught as skills. 

Progress will be marked by 
Stages not by years. 

A child in this division may be 
reading in stage two but be in 
stage four for his writing and 
stage six in numbers. 


PROPER ADJUSTMENT 


This organization represents an 
attempt to have the child placed 
where he can get most from the 


Special aptitude may, at the end of 
the sixth month, join a group of 
children who have been in school 
10 months or 15 months, if that is 
where they belong. It means that 
each child will properly 
the work 


But this does not constitute ell 
the work of this dtvision by any 
means. We have the entire field of 
expression left, including language, 
oral and written, health and citizen. 
ship. habits, dramatization, music 
and art. All the children of the 
division will be treated as a group 
for the teaching of this material. 
A number of experiences, suited to 
pupils in this age group, classified 
as “enterprises”, have been select- 
ed. Teacher and children will talk 
over a number of these enterprises 
and ultimately decide on one or 
more which all think it would be 
interesting to work out. 


ORGANIZE THEMSELVES 


Further discussions will indicate 
the lines along which the work 
must proceed and the children will 
then organize themselves into com- 
mittees for carrying out various 
phases of the enterprise. 

Objectionable habits such as ex- 
cessive individualism, shyness, self. 
ishness and laziness give place to 
an enthusiastic group spirit. By 
means of the “enterprise” all the 
material included in the subjects 
mentioned above will be integrated 
and imparted in so interesting a 
fashion that it will seem more like 
a game than like the traditional 
Grades I and II. 

ART OF READING 

Early in the second division the 
art of reading will have been 
mastered. Arithmetic will continue 
as a skill subject. Literature, the 
social studies, health, music, art, 
dramatics and language will con- 
tinue to be taught by means of the 
enterprise. 

The intermediate school marks 
the beginning of a series of courses 
designed to assist the pupil to de- 
termine any special aptitudes he 
may possess. In science, the social 
studies and mathematics he will 
have courses valuable in them- 
selves. Optional courses in choral 
and instrumental music, dramatics, 
junior business, general shop, type- 
writing, agriculture; art, househoid 


economics, and a foreign language 


will be available. 

All these options will be avail- 
able in any one school. 

The first departmental examina- 
tion will come at the end of tHe in- 
termediate school. This examina- 
tion will constitute. a serious test. 
All pupils will be expected io have 
met its requirements before being 
admitted to high school. 
CONSIDER PROMOTIONS 

The final test comes at the close 
of the third year. 

This will be the qualifying exam- 
ination for admission to the Uni- 
versity, admission to Normal 
school, and for the high school 
graduation diploma. 

The latter will be granted on the 
attainment of the necessary num- 
ber of credits without reference to 
the subjects studied. 

In other words, such a diploma 
might well represent Grade XII 
standing in English, social studies, 
commercial subjects, household 
economics and a foreign language, 
or similarly it might represent 
English and an entire program of 
practical and shop subjects. 

That proper standards may be 
maintained in the new courses 
from the outset, special regulations 
governing the qualifications and 
experience of the teachers, the size 
of classes and time availabl: for 
each subject, as well as the equip- 
ment and general facilities for of- 
fering the course will be drafted.

Repayment Of S 
Service Tax Is 
° Under Review 


No decision has been reached as 
yet by the government as to 
whether there will be a continua- 
tion of the payment of $30,000 an- 
nually to Edmonton and Calgary 
in lieu of the levying of a service 
tax. 

The cities are pressing for the 
continuation of payment. When the 
provincial income tax was cstab- 
lished in 1932, the cities were de- 
prived of the right to levy a ser- 
vice tax. In lieu of this and to al- 
low the cities to readjust them- 
selves to the loss of revenue, the 
provincial government agreed to 
pay an annual sum, to be agreed 
upon each year. 

Each year the government has 
indicated it would cut out the re- 
payment, Whether it will be done 
this year, the government is still 
debating.
